Gen. Boynton seems to delight in
the Btern duty of disclosing ..the hor-

rid secrets of Radicalism. He has
just puhlished in the Cincinnati
Gazette a chaptcr of secret war "his-- 5

tory, that will redound to the infamy
of Radical rule. It consists of a large
number of private letters, telegrams,
etc., exposing the . notorious
Hurtt frauds, wfiich it is
now very clear, were an extensive
system of public plunder carried on by
men of stations both high and low.
We give elsewhere his preface to the
letters and a partial summation of the
facts revealed in them from the report
of Maj.

Even this
comparison, however, does not place
the story in its most significant light
Two years ago the Republican
party "carried thirty of the thir
ty-fo- .Boards 01 supervisors,
from which we have complete returns
as given below, this year, they carry
but ten: The 1 ullncs3 or the vote at.
the recent elections is as remarkable as
the results. The people are evidently
aroused to the necessity of giving per-
sonal attention to the conduct of pub-

lic affairs. Reform at last moves
along the proper channels. It aims to
secure honest government by placing
honest men in office. Ten counties, in
over one-hal- f of the (State, arc all
which remain to the Republican party.
The gains count by hundreds. In the
history of the State such a revolution
in two years is without precedent.
Then, two-third- s of the State was un-
der Administration control; now, the
opposition has a clear majority, and
the prospect is, will retain it to theend.
The cities feel the reaction. Even where
the Republicans elect their candidates
for Mayor, as in Utica and Rochester,
the Common Councils are Democratic,
and most of the officers are or soon will
be. Well may it be said that a party
has been lost. There is little trace of
the Republican party in New York to-

ness a nuisance, and, it seems,
had ventured to say that no
licenses should be renewed. That,
legally, is no more than a private opin
ion publicly expressed. The Legisla
ture would hardly license what it con
siders a nuisance, and the judiciary are
bound to carry out the intention of the
law-inaker- s. Mrs. Ward appeared like-

ly to experience, in getting her legal
right enforced, a difficulty which would

defeat anv but herself. We have no
measurefor thclength of herpersistence,
nor anv fathom for the depth of her
determination, for the municipal author
ities succumbed early to this deter
mined woman, and have already re
newed her license. But the action of
the council in the first instance, though
it receded from a position it could not
legally maintain, is enough to prove
that a strong repulsion to drunkenness
has been developed throuchont a
large community. There is uncontro
verted testimony that the people
of that town and county are seriously
aroused against intemperance. There
are persons, it is true, who do not
heartily approve of the ladies' modus

operandi, but even these are readier
friends of temperance, possibly, than
thev were before. Hundreds have
signed "the pledge," whatever that is.
Public opinion is more acute, more
active, and more sensitive. Much of
the work, therefore, has been effective.

SENATOR, sciltmsrs WOHD TO
FARMERS.

In his speech in the Senate recently,
opposing currency inflation, Senator
Schurz spoke as follows

"If a farmer or planter could inflate
the currency and run up the premium
on gold when he sells his crops, and
then so manipulate the currency as to
raise the value of paper money and de-

press the premium on gold when he
buys his supplies, of course that would
be a winninc trick. But those who
buy from and who sell to him would
try to play the same game; and in this
trickv came the honest farmer would
be sure to come to grief, as he has
come to grief already. No; if the
farmer or planter wants to prosper he
will, above all things, use every effort
within his power to rid the country of a
system of currency which. obliges nun
to sell at low and buy at high
prices. He may for a moment
think that inflation will aid him
in paying off his debts, it he
has any: but upon consideration he
will discover that debts are paid out of
surplus earnings, and that his earnings
will be depressed when the price of
what he bus is high in proportion to
the price of what he sells: that his sur
plus earnings will grow larger as soon
as the nrice of what he sells is put
upon an equal footing with the price of
what lie buvs. lie win discover mat
the trick of depreciating the legal ten
der by inflation, in order to pay what
lie nm.n in a eurrencv less valuable.
wJ!l Tir.r. remind to his advantage in the
end, and that in this, as in all other
things, honesty is, after all, the best
poller. He will discover that an hon
est currency, which permits him to buy
and sell on the same basis of value, is
for him the safest basis of prosperity.
and I trust the time is not far distant
when the farmers, whatever artifices of
demagogism may be used at present
upon them, will, as one man, stana up
linnocfW lntpllifpntlv for the earli- -

est possible return to specie pay--

nients.
When the currency of the country

varies as much in quantityand value as
corn and cotton, it gives speculators
every advantage over producers. It is
like chancimr at will the quantity of

important to understand that the only
check on the harm that Congress can
do, and is likely to do, is an enlighten
ed, sound public opinion.
